‘There is a change in dance lessons 
being offered by the Recreation 
Department this year.

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Old bakery scene of second fire 


The ramshackle structure on Salem 
Street which once housed the town 
Bakery was the scene of the second 
fire in less than three weeks Saturday. 

At approximately 11:10 p.m 
firefighters responded to a call to.con- 
tain a blaze at that address with 
engines one and two and Car 20. 

Deputy Fire Chief Dan Wandell 
reported that the fire was confined to 


a small section in the middle of the 
building and the roof directly above it 
It was, he said, probably set by ar- 
sonists, 

Last week a notice of violation was 
issued to the building’s owners Harry 
and Helen Cheifitz. 

Building inspector Charles Lawren- 
son, contacted by the Town Crier, said 
he would be talking with the Clerk of 
the Woburn District Court on Tuesday 


to see what could be done about the 
structure, since he had had no 
response from the property's owners 

At least two firefighters have been 
injured, one seriously, while fighting 
fires at that address in the past few 
years, In addition, the building is 
open and unstable, according to Depu- 
ty Chief Wandell, and poses a hazard 
for neighborhood children 


Special Education discussed 
at School Committee

A blessed event delayed debate on 
Wilmington High School's open cam- 
pus at the School Committee meeting 
last week, but a discussion of new and 
costly Chapter 766 regulations gave 
the meeting substance anyway. 

At the meeting it was announced 
that Committeeman Phil Fenton 
could not be present because his wife 
had just given birth to a 6 pound 13 
ounce baby girl 

Several teachers and high school ad- 
ministrators were on hand hoping for 
a chance to discuss Fenton's motion 
of three weeks ago which directed the 
‘Sehoo! Committee to come up with 
plans to limit the open campus situa- 
tion. However, because of Fenton's 
known interest in the subject, the 
Committee decided to table the dis- 
cussion. October 25 was suggested as 
a suitable time to. proceed on the 
matter. 

Also at the meeting, Special Educa- 
tion Director Cleo Eredette presented 
his department's quarterly report. 
October 4 was set aside as the date to 
hear the Teachers’ Association 
grievance which resulted from a new 
annual reposting of coaching 
positions; and October 11 was ear- 
marked for a presentation on 
recommendations for school use in 
the face of declining enrollments. 

In his report, Fredette outlined 
several new regulations which have 
become part of Chapter 766, a state 
law requiring school systems to 
provide youngsters with equal 
educational opportunities regardless 
of handicaps. One in particular, he 
said, had him “quite concerned” over 
possible high budgetary impact. 

This was a new requirement that 
every student in the program receive 
a full core re-evaluation every three 
years 

Currently, the Special Education 
Department holds annual program 
reviews. Only in situations where a 
youngster's program has undergone a 
drastic change is re-testing needed 
This amounts to re-testing ap- 
proximately 50 to 75 youngsters a 
year, said Fredette. 

Under the new regulation all of the 
youngsters in special education 
programs (currently 641 or 13.1 per 
cent of the total school population) 
must be retested every three years. 

To comply with this regulation, 250 
students must be re-evaluated this 
year, said Fredette, plus another 160 
by 1981. 

According to Fredette, there are 
three directions the School Depart- 
ment may take in dealing with the 
new requirements. The most expen- 
sive would entail hiring another cen- 
tral core team such as the one 
Wilmington now has, which is made 
up of a chairman, a nurse, a reading 
specialist and a psychologist. Accér- 
ding to Superintendent of Schools 
Walter Pierce, hiring another com- 
plete team would mean the expen- 
diture of another $75,000 in salaries. 

Another option, Fredette said, 
would be to “de-centralize” the entire 
re-evaluation process. This, he said, 
would be the most cost effective. It 


would require principals to be 
chairmen of their own buildings, and 
counselors, reading teachers and 
school nurses to become involved in 
the re-evaluations of youngsters in 
their particular buildings 

The only drawback to this approach, 
Fredette said, is that it could take 
away from time spent on regular 
education. 

The third option would be a com- 
bination of the first two. It would call 
for the hiring of only certain types of 
staff persons. For example, Fredette 
said, the School Department might 
hire a psychologist and a reading 
specialist, bat require school nurses 
to make home visits and school prin- 
cipals to be chairmen of their 
buildings. 

Fredette said he has met with prin- 
cipals once already and will be 
meeting with them again to explore 
the options before deciding which 
direction to pursue 

Another costly program which has 
been mandated by the State of 
Massachusetts, Fredette said, is a 
campaign called “Child Fund.” 

In Wilmington, as in other com- 
munities, some children have been 
discovered over the years who have 
never attended a school of any kind. 

“We have found youngsters as old 
as 12 who have never gone to school a 
day in their lives,” said Pierce. Two 
such youngsters were discovered only 
last year, They are now enrolled in 
special education classes and are 
receiving instruction. 

“T think there is a need for this type 
of program” said Fredette. He add- 
ed, however, that he believed most of 
the responsibility for running the 
program should belong to the state 
Department of Education and not to 
the individual cities and towns. 

‘The program,-as mandated by the 
state, directs the cities and towns to 
conduct a media campaign to insure 
that the community understands the 
services available under the special 
education law. The towns are also 
required to reproduce and distribute 
leaflets with the same purpose. 

Fredette \said he expects to seek 
help from members of the seven-town 
SEEM collaborative and from 
members of a new, system-wide 
Parent Advisory Council now being 
formed to provide input on issues 
relating to special needs youngsters. 

A change will also be effected, 
Fredette said, in the present method 
for handling “speech therapy only” 
cases. Because the present informal 
method is not in compliance with the 
letter of the law, new procedures 
must be established with individual 
parents’ meetings and home 
notifications. 7 

In order to do this, Fredette said, 
the present third grade screening 
process must be eliminated and 
children with speech difficulties will 
be strictly on a referral basis. 

Although enrollments throughout 
the system as a whole are declining, 
Fredette said, enroliments under 
special education are actually in- 
creasing. The current percentage of 
the school population involved in 


meeting 


special education, 13.1 per cent, is 
high, Fredette admitted. He said, 
however that he would not be unduly 
concerned unless it continued to 
climb. 

Yet, as a foil against the possibility 
of upwardly spiralling referrals, he 
suggested to the School Committee 
that Management Process Workshop 
be held sometime this year. Its pur- 
pose, he said, was to explore “what a 
school system can do out of context of 
special education in terms of meeting 
youngsters needs and holding down 
766 costs.” 

According to Fredette, the 
workshop, which will be run by Dr. 
Charles Claymon of Lesley College, 
will seek to establish a variety of op- 
tions for principals, such as tutoring 
or greater use of parent“and retiree 
volunteers with an eye to holding 
down special education referrals. 

Fredette said he is planning to write 
a grant to attract funding for the pro- 
ject. ‘Some new money has recently 
become available,” he said 

In other business, the Committee 
accepted the registration of 
Shawsheen School sixth grade teacher 
George Paras who is leaving to accept 
a principal's post at a New Hampshire 
school. They also set-aside part of the 
October ,4 meeting to interview the 
single candidate who has applied for 
the position of Data Processing Direc- 
tor. 

“It seems to make_sense to act 
rather soon on this,"’ said Pierce, ‘so 
we can work closely with 
Westinghouse to avoid a catastrophic 
situation in 1979 with regard to 
scheduling.”’ 

Because Timeshare, the firm 
originally hired to provide software 
for the school's computer, withdrew 
unexpectedly from its contract, the 
school department reverted in part to 
a prior arrangement they had with 
Westinghouse. 

‘According “to Pierce, the school 
department is committed to 
Westinghouse for two years for atten- 
dance and report cards, In addition, 
Westinghouse did classroom schedul- 
ing for this year 

Pierce said he would like to see dual 
systems, Wilmington’s and 
Westinghouse's run by January, 1979, 
to get the kinks out of the new 
software program

“You are not covered for resulting 
loss from self-inflicted injuries, or 
suicide (there's a difference?) motor- 
cycling, professional athletics, act of 
war, military service, travel other 
than as a fare-paying passenger on a 
commercial airline, speed contests, 
injuries or accidental death for which 
Workmen's Compensation or any 
Employer's Liability Act is payable, 
illegal occupation, intoxication, her- 
nia or use of narcotics unless on the 
advice of a physician. The term 
‘hospital does not include mental in- 
stitutions, Christian Science 
Facilities or U.S. Government 
hospitals." That doesn't leave much. 
; So when you take out an insurance 
policy. it pays to check carefully. 

‘A new wrinkle in insurance is the 
cancer policy. 

Many cancer-ridden patients feel 
they can find payments for their il- 
Iness or operations. Yes...Until 

You read further and see the 
column that asks you to check off cer- 
tain items. One of these that is adver- 
tising cancer aids, always shows 
cancer, nervousness, and a few 
others, so that the only one who can be 
eligible for these policies is one who is 
100 per cent perfect. 

The insurance racket is so univer- 
sal, that in the TV program, "60 
Minutes” the staff spoke on the in- 
‘surance policies instituted by some in- 
surance for the elderly. Some people 
may have been hoaxed into buying 
policies that, when they try to collect 
on some ailments or illnesses, they 
find that they are out of luck. 

This all started about, my discuss- 
ing consumers and insurance, by an 
incident when first I visited a five-and 
dime store in the Redstone Plaza. 

T have a habit of visiting a store to 
check, most of all, that little item ‘15 
cents off regular price’ or whatever 
they take off. Of course, you seldom 
know what the regular price is. In 
this store, they had two shaving 
cream cans. One said ''25 cents off 
the regular price." So I checked the 
regular price which was 99¢. So I

Wrong 
When I brought it to light the clerk- 
cashier, again the pause, the indeci- 
sion, the hemming and hawing, and 
again “‘may I see the manager?” 

He came over, I had the two tubes. 
He also remarked that all products 
come into the store marked with @ dis- 
count price. Hmmmmm...I’ve chetk- 
ed other stores, and found the 
toothpaste selling for less. So that 
was wrong. So he got rather snippy 
(whatever happened to that old adage 
about the customer always being 
right?) and my Polish stubbornness 
came to the fore. 

I wrote to the State Consumer's 
Council, got a short note that they 
were looking into my complaint. 1 
didn't get far with them either. They 
probably figured here's some jerk 
from Tewksbury (where is that 
anyhow”), probably a hippy, trying to 
make fur of us.

Conservative majority, liberal victory

In a primary election with national significance, the 
voters of the Fifth Congressional District have chosen 
two liberal candidates to oppose each other in the 
general election, but have done so in the face of a clear 
expression by the voters that they wanted a conser- 
vative alternative. How this could happen - and why 
the voter sometimes feels frustrated as a result - it is 
not a simple story, but worth the time to tell. In the 
process we'll learn something about what media are 
effective and what makes winning campaigns 
The Fifth Distifct resembles the country asa whole 
in its voter makeup and in_the diversity of the com- 


munities within its border. Party registrations -42 per —- 


cent Democratic, 18 per cent Republican and 40 per 
cent unenrolled at the last presidential election - are 
within a percentage point or two of those for the na- 
tion. Included within the district are urban, suburban, 
intellectual and rural communities, representative of 
these types of communities nationally 

For nearly 100 years the district was represented by 
a, Republican Congressman, despite an dverwhelming 
preponderance of Democratic registrations - until 1974 
when the liberal Democrat, Paul Tsongas, won the 
Seat. “But in June of this year, Paul Tsongas decided to 
run for the Senate, creating an open seat. Had-the 
District turned liberal - or could it be recaptured by a 
conservative - Republican or Democrat? Would the 
national swing toward conservatism control the 
primary - or would the candidates, their campaigns 
and the issues lead to a different result? 

The principal candidates represented the full 
political spectrum, from conservative to liberal. They 
all agreed that the principal issues were taxes and in- 
flation. ‘Their problem was to distinguish themselves 
from the crowd in a way that would capture the voters’ 
attention and their support. 

At the outset, there were four principal Democratic 
candidates, John Markey, Jim Shannon, Ray Rourke 
and Mike McLaughlin. John Markey is a 31-year-old 
assistant U.S. attorney with no prior political ex- 
perience, and residence in Lawrence of only a few 
weeks before the campaign began. Jim Shannon, a 
life-long Lawrence resident, an attorney for a short 
period of time, and 26 years of age, had the political 
experience and contacts of a close election effort two 
years before against a long-time state Senator to assist 
him. The third was Ray Rourke, the “mayor” of 
Lowell, in political life for $0 years and a 60-year old 
conservative. The fourth is Mike McLaughlin, a 
Middlesex County Commissioner, and a former select- 
man and state representative, who might have been 
the strongest candidate of all, but became involved in 
a grand jury proceeding involving his duties as County 
Commissioner, and though he was not a subject of the 
investigation, could not effectively throw off the cloud 
of the investigation cast over his campaign. A fifth 
candidate, Bob Hatem, is a Lowell resident, with 
strong business associations in Lawrence, in the mid- 
dle in age on the issues, who was not considered a 
serious candidate when he started his campaign in 
mid-August. 

Markey, Shannon and Rourke each had a different 
kind of campaign - each typical of its type - and each 
characterized and determined by a fundamental deci- 
sion made at the start from which all of their other 
campaign decisions followed. Rourke was well-known 
in Lowell, the largest city in the district, but Markey 
and Shannon were both relatively unknown residents 
of Lawrence, the smaller of the two cities. Conse- 
quently, Markey and Shannon had the initital problem 
of gaining name recognition. Shannon's campaign 
decided at the outset to wage an issues campaign, 
featured by outspoken hard liberal positions on key or 
catchy issues, the theory being to offer thé voter a 
choice based on clear distinctions between himself and 
the other candidates. ‘The fist six weeks of his cam- 
paign were spent recruiting the community leaders 
and political activists in the Lawrence area and the 
southern liberal towns - an effort to recruit those peo- 
ple at the top of the political apparatus who would be 
attracted by ideology and positions on the issues and 
who would bring with them an existing organization. 

His media effort centered on newspaper ads, and 
handouts, where issues could be presented. His 
newspaper campaign began in August, became more 
intense after Labor Day and ended the day before the 
primary. He used the two local dailies and the impor- 
tant weeklies in the district, especially the weekly ser- 
ving the southern towns. On the last day of the cam- 
paign, he took a half page ad in the Boston Globe. His 
campaign targeted carefully and spent little effort in 
Lowell. His budget was in the area of $90,000. 

‘The Markey campaign, on the other hand, deter- 
mined early that their major effort would be to build 
name recognition and an image of the candidate as a 
tool to demonstrate something about the candidate. 
This decision led him to early use of the mgdia - star- 
ting with newspapers - and the recruitment of a large, 
grass roots, young and enthusiastic organization, well 
directed at the top, but without much experience in the 
ranks - and ending with a major television effort, 
where imagery can be well presented, but where there 
is not enough time for issues 

He also took a major ad in The Boston Globe on the 
last day before the Primary. but between a burst of 
newspaper ads in mid-August and the last, his 
newspaper program was ‘almost nil. Typical of 
Markey's campaign was its effective use of campaign 
workers standing by major highways during “drive- 
time." holding Markey signs, waving and smiling. 
These “living billboards’ were eventually copied by 
many other candidates, but as with much of his cam- 
paign, this tool familiarized the voter with his name in 
a pleasant and effective way. but did not give the voter 
a reason to vote for him. That was left to some other 
time and media 

And, as a further characteristic of such a campaign, 
in his personal statements, Markey tended to straddle 
on the issues. He did not concentrate his efforts as 
much as Shannon in his targeted towns, but tried to be 
effective district-wide, even in Lowell, His budget 
was approximately $110,000, the largest of all of the 
candidates, but relatively modest as Congressional 
campaigns go. Markey's brother, the Congressman 
representing an adjacent district, helped substantially 
in raising funds and organizational support from out- 
side the district. 

Ray Rourke’s campaign centered on his 30 years of 

He was already well known in 


~ Lowell and surrounding towns, such as Dracut and 
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Chelmsford. His principal strategy was to concentrate 
his activity in the Lowell area, expending little effort 
elsewhere, the theory being that his efforts would yield 
the most is spent in this way. His media program con- 
sisted almost entirely of newspaper ads and handouts. 
He did not run as many ads as Shannon or Hatem and - 
again - centered his effort in the Lowell area. 

Bob Hatem's campaign began slowly, had little 
organization at the start and was not taken seriously 
by the other candidates for weeks into the campaign. 
He concentrated his effort in Lawrence and Lowell and 
their surrounding towns. His organization elsewhere 
never seemed to materialize. 

Mike McLaughlin's campaign was stopped in its 
tracks by the grand jury episode and did not begin to 
move again until two weeks before the primary. 
Whatever his original media plan may have been, his 
first newspaper ads did not appear until the week 
before the primary, and thereafter they were few in 
number. His campaign in the end rested in his name 
recognition because of his past political activities and 
his image as it existed. 

The Republicans fielded two candidates. Dr. Nick 
Rizzo is a 65-year-old psychiatrist from Andover, con- 
servative and new to the political scene. The other 
was John Buckley, 49 years old, liberal, the incumbent 
sheriff of Middlesex County and until May a guber- 
natorial candidate. 

‘Throughout the month of August and into the first 
week of September, the polls showed Rourke, Shannon 
and Markey to be the frontrunners - each with about 17 
per cent of the Democratic and Independent votes. 
With 10 days to go before the primary, McLaughlin 
stood at 13 per cent and Hatem at seven per cent. At 
this late hour, 30 per cent of the voters were still un- 
decided. 

During’the last 10 days. each of the principal can- 
didates put on his maximum media efforts. Shannon, 
Markey, Rourke and Buckley received their share of 
newspaper endorsements and Shannon's campaign 
appeared to gain momentum. 

Shannon had run a modest newspaper campaign 
through August, but beginning seven days before the 
primary he went to a daily series of major ads in the 
local dailies, and one in all the major weeklies. The 
ads were different in theme and were directed toward 
specific target towns. In his ads, brochures ‘and 
statements, he persisted in his hard issues campaign. 
‘Two of these ads attacked Markey’s recent residence 
in the district. In midweek two well-known liberal 
politicians, Congressman Harrington and state 
Senator Atkins, endorsed Shannon, an endorsement 
that was the subject of a direct mail piece to the 
southern towns where Atkins was best known. These 
‘endorsements, and an endorsement by The Boston 
Globe, were proof of the effectiveness of his campaign 
at reaching the liberal activists. 

‘The Markey campaign sensed Shannon's growing 
strength among the liberal voters he too was trying to 
reach and attempted to. become more issue-oriented, 
but with a media effort’ still consisting almost wholly 
of television, supported only by handouts, the change 
in emphasis was hard to get across. One half of 
Markey’s $40,000 television effort was spent during 
this period - with, we will see, little effect.- + 

Ray Rourke continued to stay home. His campaign 
produced an excellent brochure and a modest 
newspaper effort, but no strong effort was made out- 
side of the Lowell area, where he believed he would be 
most effective 

It was Bob Hatem who proved to be the decisive fac- 
tor. Beginning 11 days before the primary and inten- 
sifying during the last week, the Hatem campaign put 
on the most extensive, coherent and continuous 
newspaper ad campaign of all of the candidates - with 
its greatest concentration being in Lowell and 


Lawrence. His ads were not as polished as those of 
some of the others, but they were direct, easily read, 
carefully targeted and very effective. Bob Hatem was 
an easy, mature, likeable and moderate candidate. He 
never generated much of an organization, but with the 
ad program, supported by his personal appearance, he 
succeeded in achieving a remarkable result, and in 
knocking Rourke out of the race. 

When the votes were finally counted, the youngest 
and most radical candidate, Jim Shannon, won with 
only 23 per cent of the votes, narrowly beating Ray 
Rourke by 700 votes or less than one percentage point 
Bob Hatem, who started at 7 per cent in the polls 10 
days earlier, came in third with 19 per cent of the 
votes, while Markey who came in fourth stayed at 17 
percent. Shannon proved the most effective in con: 
solidating his base in Lawrence and reaching the 
liberals, activists and party regulars in the principal 
southern towns, but had it not been for Hatem’s 
remarkable drive at the end, Shannon's 23 per cent 
would not have been enough, for it was the large 
Hatem vote, drawn primarily from Rourke's con- 
stituency, that prevented Rourke from achieving the 
vote he had expected. 

On the Republican side, the two candidates ran a 
very quiet race. Of all the candidates in the field, John 
Buckley had the highest recognition factor and coasted 
on that with very little organizational or media effort 
Rizo, a relative unknown, but conservative did sur 
prisingly well, capturing 46 per cent of the Republican 
vote. This can be interpreted as either a disappointing 
showing for Buckley or the result of conservatives run- 
ning in other statewide races. What is certain is that 
the Democrats were once again allowed a monopoly on 
the excitement and interest of.a primary race. John 
Buckley will have to overcome the position ang! atten- 
tion Shannon has gained in the minds of the voters and 
the fact that he does not live in the district - and he will 
have to give most Independents and many Democrats 
a reason to vote for him in November... if he is going to 
win, Eight-two thousand Democrats voted in the 
primary. Only about 13,000 Republicans did 

But what do we learn from all this? First, the 
results confirm that, in spite of a liberal winning, 
there is a conservative trend running, even in the Fifth 
District. The three conservative Democratic can- 
didates received 56.1 per cent of the vote and the two 
liberal candidates, Shannon and Markey, received 39.3 
per cent. The results also confirm that in a divided 
field a well targeted and executed issues campaign 
that risks offending many but is presented by an at- 
tractive candidate can succeed - even if he is a liberal 
bucking a conservative trend. Further, the results 
show that television by itself, and without effective 
newspaper support and a substantial presentation of 
the issues, is not likely to win, even if the candidate is 
an attractive one, such as Markey. And finally, the 
results show that an attractive candidate, with an 
effective media campaign, can successfully appeal to 
the voters without an extensive organization - and 
without any paid television. The voter is smarter than 
many think. 

And what does this mean for the vote in November? 
It means that a small minority of the voters have 
chosen two liberal candidates for the November elec- 
tion - one being the most radical of all the candidates 
and this has been done in the face of a vote clearly in- 
dicating the preference by a majority of the voters for 
a moderate or conservative candidate. It is true that 
this is always a possibility in a multi-candidate race - 
but it is also true that the result is bound to leave the 
voters feeling impotent, frustrated and a little angry. 
It is no wonder that the voter wants to take things into 
his own hands-by voting for measures like Proposition 
No. 13, that give him some measure of control, despite 
his elected representatives,

Andover passing attack tips Wildcats, 21-14 


‘The Andover Golden Warriors seem 
to have a knack for coming up with 
points in a hurry via the pass. Last 
year it was a 51 yard Dan Welch to 
Rick Collins touchdown bomb striking 
down the Wildcats 14-10 with one se- 
cond on the clock 

This season it was the Warriors’

For Sale 


The Wilmington edition of the Town Crier, last 
week, carried as part of a story about Route 98 and 
Route 129 a brief item saying that the state was plan- 
ning to cut through what is called Wilmington Square 
This would be a small part, of course, of the project 
which calls for a new bridge (Route 62) over the 
railroad, a new by-pass for Route 38 around 
Wilmington, and many things to be done to the 
railroad 

It was back about the time of the Spanish American 
War, give or take a couple of years, that a new bridge 
was built over the railroad 

The original bridge had been a part of the old Boston 
& Lowell Railroad, When that railroad was laid down - 

1833-35, the planners wanted no grade crossings. They 
got no grade crossings, except in what is now 
Winchester Square, and what is now West Medford. In 
every other place a bridge was built over the railroad 

Such a bridge was built over the railroad at 
Wilmington. It was about 14 feet above the tracks. 
The old Middlesex Canal was close by. passing beneath 
the street that is now called Burlington Avenue, so that 
there were two bridges relatively close together 

There was no Church Street in 1835. Church Street 
came about 20 years later, and is noteworthy in one 
way as being the first street in Wilmington that was 
laid out ina straight line. Perhaps, too, it was the first 
street to be laid out by a Civil Engineer or surveyor. 

Because the Boston & Lowell Railroad had a bridge, 
at what is now Burlington Avenue, in Wilmington, 
there had to be a way for wagons, and buggies, etc. to 
get up to that bridge level. So the ground was filled in, 
on both sides of the railroad. That was about 140 years 
ago 

The railroad station was located to the southeast of 
the bridge, in the area between the railroad’and Main 
Street. Part of the area is now taken up by a huge elec- 
tric transformer. 

Because there was a bridge there, that railroad sta- 
tion shortly became a two level station. One could 
walk off the bridge, by a trestle or catwalk, from 
Burlington to the second story of the railroad station, 
which was a two/and one haif story building 

Traditionally, there were, in addition to the usual 
signs about a railroad depot, another saying “West In- 
dia Goods.” and yet another saying “Tobacco.” In 
other words the railroad station was also a general 
store. West India Goods was a nice genteel way of 
advertising rum. 

That railroad station burned down just before the 
Spanish American War. Mrs. Daniel Buzzell, the wife 
of Dr. Buzzell, was one of the people’ who assisted in 
moving stuff out of the second story store, during the 
fire. Her maiden name, if the writer remembers cor- 
rectly, was White 

Dr. and Mrs. Buzzell lived in what was known as the 
Blanchard House. That house was probably the first 
house to be built in what is now Wilmington Square. It 
probably was built by other than the members of the 
Blanchard family. That family, as the Wilmington 
Minutemen will relate, was descended from Sergeant 
Blanchard of the Wilmington Company of Minutemen, 
who marched and fought in Concord, on Concord Day 

A Blanchard was Wilmington’s first postmaster, and 
he had his office, which was probably very small, in 
his house, facing what is now Main Street. The 
Blanchard house was finally torn down to make room 
for the New England Telephone building, in 
Wilmington Square. 

As a matter of record, there were no other buildings 
immediately in the area when the railroad came 
through, in 1835. The building where the American 
Traveller office is now was built about 1850, by a 
member of the Buck family and is today probably the 
oldest building in Wilmington Square. Others were 
built after that. 

By the time the Boston & Maine got to building a new 
bridge, which was in the late 1890s there were quite a 
few buildings in the area that is now called Wilmington 
Square. 

Schamiel Macintosh owned several buildings, east 
of Church Street and along what is now Main Street 
There are two still standing, on Main Street. His 
blacksmith shop faced on Church Street, and there 
were other buildings behind it 

Josie Ames owned several buildings on the other 
side of Church Street. One of them was a two story 
place, and had a hall upstairs, called, naturally, Ames 
Hall 

It was in that hall that the’ first Methodist services 
were held in Wilmington. Other things happened 
there, too 

There was, for instance, the visits of the Kickapoo 
Indians. Quite possibly they were not even Indians, 
but whites, but they would rent Ames Hall, and put on 
“Indian Medicine Shows” for the benefit of the pop-

Across Main Street, and near the railroad station 
was a building which some Wilmington people will 
Temember as the site of George's Restaurant. In 
those days it was Buck Brothers store. There were 
two, one in North Wilmington, run by Herbert Buck 
and one in Wilmington run by George Buck 

Further down, near the place where the Wildcat 
Railroad branches off to go to Andover was a huge 
building, quite ramshackle, owned by the railroad, 
which was always referred to as “the tin shop. 

About 1895 the Boston & Maine decided to raise the 
height of the Burlington Avenue bridge, from its 14 
foot level to one of about 16 feet above the tracks. 

The wajter has no records of the engineering in- 
volved. The heights are being guessed. 

But it is known who the contractor was who hauled 
in the gravel for that job. 

He was Herbert C. Barrows, then a young man about 
town, If the writer remembers correctly, it was in 
1897 that he bought the farm that is now Avco, so that 
might be the year. He paid, incidently $700 for the 
farm. 

Josie Ames owned a small hill, to the westward of 
where Sweetheart Plastics is now, and fairly close to 
Burlington Avenue. That hill was sold to a man named 
Michelinni, and he in turn sold it to Schamiel MacIn- 
tosh. Schamiel was the man, probably, who sold the 
gravel to the contractor who built the bridge, and Herb 
had several dump wagons at work, hauling that gravel 
over to the site 

It was about this time that a young lady named 
Mildred Holt began to take pictures, around 
Wilmington. Mildred was the daughter of the Post. 
master, Milton Holt, and she became an expert 
photographer. 

Some of her photos, are today the property of 
George M:A.M. Webber, and are reproduced here by 
permission. Other photos in this group were by 
Edward Abbott and J. Frank Doucette of Stoneham. 

Taken together, as shown, the pictures give an idea 
of Wilmington Square about 1897, when the bridge was 
raised to its present level 

Now, shortly perhaps, there is to be a new Main 
Street, at its original level, if the engineers knew what 
they were talking about last week, and there will be a 
new bridge over the railroad, even higher than that 
which was built back about the time of the Spanish 
American War.
